PACKING OR HARROWING OF 
FALL PLOUGHING 


The importance of conserving mois- 
ture has feceived particular emphasis 
because of the vagaries of last sea- 
son, where no moisture fell during the 
early part of the year when crops 
were making their heaviest demands 
on the moisture supply, but when lib- 
eral amounts of rain came during 
August. This late supply of moist- 
ure, if properly safeguarded, should 
be available for next year’s growing 
period, and ca@mstitute a considerable 
assurance of prompt germination 
and satisfactory early growth in the 
spring. 


In order that crops may make a sat- 


isfactory beginning, timeliness in seed- 
ing is important, and the possibility 
og getting seed in promptly depends 


much on the amount of fall work done | 


and the manner in which this work is 
performed. It is important that as 
much fall ploughing as possible be 
done; that the ploughing be done toa 
depthof six inches, and that as 
the ploughing proceeds the day’s 
work of the plough be ‘gone over 
with the packer or drag harrow. 
If the ploughing is left untouched, 
there is too free a circulation of air 
through the relatively large inter- 
spaces between the soil particles, with 
the resultant ‘withdrawal of moisture 
from the soil to the atmosphere, 
where it is of no value for next year's 
crop. It particularly important 
that the work with the packer and 
harrow be done promptly, for if de- 
ferred for a few days, until a more 
convenient time, it is possible thay a 
windy day will withdraw more moist- 
ure than could be added by a good 
shower. Such withdrawal of moist 
ure might Inean thay there would be 
an insufficient insure a 
prompt germination. of the seed next 
year, and such delay might mean 
loss of the crop. It important, 
therefore, that this work be done ag 
the ploughing proceeds, and that at 
least two strokes of the drag harrow 
be biven, or that the land be gone 
over once with the surface or com- 
bination packer.

Impressive Sight to Be Seen in Vicin- 
ity of Battlefield East of 
Amiens 


The most impressive sight to be 
seen now in the vicinity of the bat- 


= Itlefield to the east of Amieng is the 


park of artillery captured by the 
Fourth Army, with which the Can- 
adians are incorporated, 

The total number of guns of all 
sorts and sizes, from the German 
field gun up, numbered 219, These fig- 
ures by no means include the entire 
number of guns captured, as there are 
others yet to be brought in, 

Perhaps the most _ interesting 
picces of the Canadian trophies are 
the high velocity: 5.9-inch | guns. 
These are naval guns of about forty- 
five calibres, with a range of twenty 
miles, and have been employed in 
shelling our back areas, including 
shots at Amiens Cathedral, 

Taken in all the guns are ja very 
mixed lot, showing that the’ enemy 
has been forced through heavy losses 
to impress into service weapons 
twenty years old alongside of guns 
of the 1918 pattern. 

It has been impossible to keep a 
record of the machine guns captured, 
which have been passed through to 
the base ordnance to be overhauled, 
but they run into thousands, As for 
rifles, they come in by the wagon 
load. All the artillery captured by 
the Canadian forces are serviceable 
except a few pieces, 

Many of the guns firing German 
ammunition, were turned upon the 
boche before being parked. There 
is a vast store of enemy ammunition 
of all kinds, sufficient for thousands 
of rounds per gun, 

Almost every gun carries a legend 
similar to the following: “Applica- 
tion for the award of this gun as 
trophy is being submitted by the —— 
Battalion.” -

GENERAL ELECTION OR NOT, 
QUESTION IN GREAT BRITAIN 
NOW 


London, Oct. 5.—A general elec- 
tion or no general election is still the 
political problem of the hour. Pre- 
parations for a contest next month 
proceed actively and constituencies 
are hurrying to choose candidates on 
the assumption that ther, will Be 
three main parties in the fight, name- 
ly, Unionist and Liberals under Lloyd 
George, and Asquithians and Labor- 
ites. Lloyd George, however, is still 
unable to give full attention to public 
affairs and has yet to decide whether 
ere will be a general election or 
whether the comons on reassembly 
may be finished within the nex, few 
months. 

Many leading industrials who sup- 
port the coalition government would 
resent any interference with the war 
business which the general election 
must involve unless an imperative 
necessity arose for the government 
to secure a distinctly new mandate to 
prosecute the war to a clean finish. 

The latest feature of the situation 
this week is a demand from the influ-- 
ential Asquithian Liberals, if a gen- 
eral election is decided upon, it be 
agreed that no contest be held where 
a sitting member agrees to support 
the coalition ministry for the period 
of the war. In that event the minis- 
try would be expected by Liberals to 
defer the whole fiscal issue including 
preference, until the second general 
election .after the war. Labor lead- 
ers outside of the ministry, however, 
disclaim any such party compact. 
They Will fight either Unionist or As- 
quithiang whever they see a chance 
for vistory. Moreover, an election in 
Ireland migh; transfer the majority 
of representatives from Nationalists 
to Sinn Feiners. 

This week Walter Hume Long, col- 
onial secretary, who represents ad- 
vanced Unionism in the government, 
gambectoiny pressed by a deputa- 
tion of influential industrialists to 
declare definitely how the govern- 
ment proposed to carry out its decis- 
ion to fovor imperial preference and 
security for the essential natural in- 
dustries. Long had, however, to tell 
the deputation that Lloyd George had 
not yet exactly defined his position. 
The Morning Post suggests that 
Lloyd George's hesitation is designed. 
to “conciliate th, handful of Lloyd 
Georgeian Free Imperials who might 
break away at a general election.” 

It ig noteworthy that Sir Albert 
Stanley, president of the Board of 
Trade, declared this week in favor of 
special government assistance to- 
wards key industries and the secur- 
ity of supplies of raw materials, but 
he added: “I am not in favor of this 


state aid being given in the form of | 


traffics behind which selfish and  in- 


efficient employers might shelter 
themselves.” 
This declaration coming from 4 


minister who has Lloyd George’s 
special confidence in trade matters is 
a clear indication of the uncertainty 
of‘the ministerial attitude on the 
whole economic question. The im- 
perial war cabinet has reached a gen- 
eral decision to favor imperial pre- 
ference, but how and wnen no man 
can yet say.

WINTER FEEDING OF STEERS

Results of the experiments in win- | 


ter feeding of steers for the past 
seven years‘at the Dominion Experi- 
mental station, at Lethbridge, have 
always shown a profit. That is to 
say, after charging for the hay and 
grain consumed at the prevailing 
prices for such feeds at the time they 
were being used, together with inter- 
est on th, money invested in the ani- 
mals while they were on feed, there 
has always been a balance on the 
right side of th, ledger. 

With the unprecedented 
in the prices of all kinds 
crops, the farmer who under ordin- 
ary circumstances would be consider- 
ing the advisability of winter feed- 
ing, hestitates. He can sell his grain 
and hay readily for prices he never 
dreamed of being able to get under 
pre-war conditions. 

The farmers on the irrigated lands 
in Southern Alberta where alfalfa is 
extensively grown, find themselves, 
in ordinary seasons at this 
the year, with large quantities of hay 
on their hands. They can find ready 
sale for all that is perfect in color, 
by baling, bu; for any that is slightly 
off in appearance th, demand is slow, 
although there may be very little dif- 
ference in actual feeding value, be- 
tween it and the bright colored stuff.

No charge was made for the 
pigweed seed itself, but $10.00 per 
ton was charged for fuel and time 


used in boiling the feed. 

The lot of pigs (No. 1) fed on bar- 
ley and feed flour gained 1.4 tbs. per 
day at a cost of $10.40 per hunderd 
|pounds of gain. The lot fed on bar- 
ley and pigweed (No. 2) gained .85 


tb per day at a cost of $14.02 per 
hundred pounds of gain. The lot 
fed barley, feed flour and pigweed 


(No. 3) gained .8 lbs per day at a 
cost of $12.50 per hundred pounds of 
gain. The lot fed pure pigweed did 
| not gain at all and had to be put on to 
a different feed after about ten days 
or they would soon have died. 

Now, a casual observer seeing Lots 
2 and 3 without comparing them with 
Lot 1, would say that they were eat- 
ing the pigweed and ina _ healthy 
condition and apparently doing fairly 


| well, and would perhaps jump} 
}to the conclusion that the pig: | 
| weed was a satisfactory food. 

| But when these Lots are compared | 


with the first lot, we find that the pig- | 
weed reduced greatly the daily gain 
as compared to that made on a good 
ration and that it increased the cost | 
of producing the pork. :In other | 
words, there would have been more | 
; money out of the pig feeding opera- 
tions as a whole if the pigweed seeds 
had been left to.roy in the field. 

The lot fed on these seeds alone} 
more clearly demonstrated their | 
worthlessness, as they were unable to 
get more nourishment than barely 
enough to keep up their original 
weight. The conclusion is _ there- 
fore reached that pigweed seeds are 
not worth feeding to pigs. Where ap- 
parently satisfactory results are ob- 
tained, the pigs must be making their 
gains entirely on other feeds, such as 
grains of wheat, in the pigweed, or 
other feeds which are given in addi- 
tion to the weed seedy.

FAMILY OF FIVE SAVES 
$50 A WEEK 


All over the country high wages 


spring there will be fewer grain-fed, |ar, being earned. Somg of the work- 


ers are putting by against the inevit- 
able “rainy day.” Many are not. In 
Toronto, wherg the workers in the 
munition industry ar, believed to 
number nearly 30,000, some exceed- 
ingly high wages are being paid. 

Foy example, in som, munition fac- 
tories, tool-makers are getting as 
much as a dollar an four, with pay at 
the rate of time anda half for night 
work and double time on Sunday's. 
Lath, hands get, as a rule, from 50c. 
overtime 
and Sundays. 

Thus some men in munition factor- 
jes are receiving as high as $60, or 
$70, or even $80 a week with over- 
time, These are comparatively few. 
But plenty of them are earning $45, 
$50, and $55 a week. 

Women, too, earn good money in 
these factories. Most of th, inspect- 
ors in munition plants are women, 
and many will earn 385c. an hour for 
an eight and a half hour day, with 
time and a half for overtime, Women, 
too, do plenty of other work in muni- 
tion shops. Plenty of them earn be- 
tween $20 and $30 a week, though 
comparatively few get th, latter fig- 
ure. 

Joint Earnings Huge 

It is quite common for two, and 
three, and even four, members of one 
household to be working on muni- 
tions, and to be earning a total pay- 
roll of an amount that would have 
been deemed fabulous in the days 
beforg the war. Here is a typical ex- 
ample. It is of a family living in the 
east end of the city. 

Two years ago the weekly income 
earned by this family was $26. Today 
it is over $89. The father and his 
two daughters arg working at muni- 
tions, earning respectively $80, $25, 
and $18 a week, whil, the boy, aged 
earns $18 a week at 
anther job downtown. The mother 
ooks after the house and repairs the 
‘amily clothing, making many of the 
iew garments, as she is handy with 
ler needle, 

They are exceedingly thrifty peo- 
dle and for the last two years they 
have saved an average of $50 a week. 
Their living does not cost them ap- 
oreciably more than it did in the days 
when the total family income was $26. 
They have fought the increased cost 
of food by economy and, to a great 
sxtent, by the use of substitutes for 
meat. They have not launched out 
on any personal pleasures or extrava- 
int fixings for their home. 

In the two years that they have 
been making big money, they have 
vaid off a mortgage of $2,000 on their 
house, have invested another $7,000, 
and will be ready to take a big slice 
of the new issue of war bonds when 
it comes along. 

A Great Achievement 

To have raised themselves to com- 
parative affluence in so short a time 
is a great achievement. It is one in 
which the mother takes great pride. 

“For the first tim, in our 
she said, “We are protected against 
the future.

POTATO SEED SELECTION 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 


Like begets likein the potato field | 
as elsewhere, but judging by the) 
quantities of inferior tubers used for 
seed purposes, the importance of this | 
law is not appreciated by many. Tho 
use of small potatoes taken from the 
bulk of the crop, year after year’ and 
used for seed will eventually lead to 
fields of inferior potatoes 

At potato digging time the great 
opportunity for seed selection is 
offered. With the product of each 
plant spread on the soilitis an easy 
matter to’select out those plants that 
have given the largest yield of the 
most desirable type of potato and are 
free from disease. The potatoes from 
such plants should be gathered and | 
saved for use as seed the following | 
year. This saving of seed at digging 
time may seem to many as an extra | 
burden during a rush of work, but it 
is not. 


There is Jess actual labor attached 
to seed selection at the time of the 
potato harvest than there is by prac- 
ticing any other method of seed selec- 
tion, Furthermore, the results from 
hill selection are reasonably certain | 
while with other methods there is | 
some speculation.
